There has ‘been no. change in Can- 
adian industrial conditions to warrant 
the unprecedented slump in Canadian 
Pacific Railway shares. The stock 
may have been too high wren it got 
up towards 300, but there appears to 
be a great deal in the contention that 
a certain Wall Street crowd have 
made it the chief object of attack 
during the last few weeks. The 
operators in question are said to be 
the same men who for two or three 
years past have boomed all things 
Canadian; and boosted “C.P.R.” as 
high as it would go. . Having thus 
made a lot of money on the bull side 
they saw in world market conditions 
an unusual opportunity to do the 
same thing on the bear side. 

So the story is that they inspired 
the adverse articles regarding Can- 
adian, and especially Canadian Pacific 
Railway prospects that have appeared 
in certain American newspapers. Ac- 
companying this publicity movement 
there has been a series of persistent 
bear raids on the issue. Unset- 
tled market conditions abroad have 
facilitated the campaign, but we may 
rest assured that when the operators 
have made all the money they .can on 
the bear side they will turn around 
and. “bull” the stock ard things Can- 
adian for «ll and perhaps more than 
they are worth, and thus obtain more 
profits on the rise. 

One thing is certain. If the stock 
Was ever warranted in selling any- 
where near 300 it is not dear around 
200. The security has behind it the 
greatest transportation franchise and 
property in the’ world. The cct.. 
pany’s land holdings are very valu 
able, and it has abundant cash re- 
serves, The main highway across a 
rapidly-developing continent, and the 
chief route between Europe and Asia 
the road is bound to increase {ts busi- 
ness enormously in the next iew years. 
Meantime Canadians should not over- 
emphasize the significance of what 
has evidently been a partly manipu- 
lated decline in the country’s premier 
security and chief advertisement.

SYNSOPIS OF CANADIAN NORTH- 
WEST LAND REGULATIONS 


THE sole head of a family, or any 

male over 18 years eld, may home- 
stead a quarter-section of available Dom- 
inion land in Manitoba, Saskatchewan 
or Alberta. The applicant must appear 
in person at the Dominion Lands Agency 
or Sub-agency for the district. Entry 
by proxy may be made at the office of 
| any Local Agent of Dominion Lands (not 
sub agent), on certain conditions. 


Duties.—Six months’ residence upon 
and cultivation of the land in each of 
three years. A homesteader may live 
within. nine miles of his homestead ona 
| farm of at least 80 acres, on certain con- 
ditions. A habitable house is required 
in every case, except when residence is 
performed in the vicinity. 

In certain districts a Jomesteader in 
good standing may pre-empt a quarter- 
section alongside his homestead. Price 
$3.00 per acre. Dutiés.—Six months re- 
sidence in cach of six years date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
| and fifty acres. extra cultivation. The

LANDMARK 


And What Happened to An 
American

When MacKnight Wentworth was in 
Paris he stopped at a hotel in the old- 
est part of the city, and the building

who had married a daughter of the fifth 
duke and who also became earl marshal 
of England, The family suffered heay- 
ily under Henry VII. and Henry VIIL., 
several members of it being executed. 
The titles, too, were forfeited. The feu- 
dal earldom of Arundel was not affected, 
however, and in 1660 Thomas Howard 
was restored to the dukedom, with the 
original precedence of the first duke. 
The present earl is the 15th of his 
e is the foremost Roman Oatho- 
lic peer in England. He held office as 
postmaster-general in the cabinet of Lord 
Salisbury, When the Boer war broke 
out he volunteered for the front but did 
not satisfy medical requirements and was 
rejected. Not content, however, he 
equipped a body of men at his own ex- 
pense and, as their major, led them in 
the field until he received a dangerous 
wound and was invalided home, The 
Duchess of Norfolk is a direct descend- 
and of the famous Countess of Niths- 
dale, who saved her husband from the 
block by changing clothes with him in 
his dungeon in the Tower of London and 
remaining behind while he affected his 
escape to France. The earl was an ac- 
tive participant in the abortive uprising 
of the Old Pretender against the Hano- 
verian dynasty in 1716 and was sentenced 
to death, The countess was afterward 
pardoned for her act of daring devotion. 
Tradition declares that Arundel castle 
was erected by the giant Bevis and it re- 
ceives first mention in the will of King 
Alfred. It has sustained many sieges, 
especially in the civil war of the 17th 
cent and has sheltered and welcomed 
many Kings and Queens of England. 


Guarding Queen's Jewels. 
Great qreceaions are taken in 
uarding the jewels belonging to the 
ady members of the Royal family. 
When Queen Mary is staying at Buck- 
ingham Palace her ornaments are kept 
in specially-built strong rooms, and only 
two of the officials of the household can 
gain accress to these, When travelling, 
the Queen’s jewelery is always in 
| charge of a lady-in-waiting. The Hon. 
Charlotte Knollys is responsible for the 
care of the jewels of Queen Alexandra, 
and the safes in which they are kept, 
both at Malborough House and at Sand- 
ringham, are so constructed that any at- 
tempt at burglary would set electric 

bells ringing all over the house.

In 1812 he visited Perth and among 
the toys and trinkets manufactured by 
the French prisoners there, he was at- 
tracted by a little toy house with a 
wheel in the gable of it that was running 
rapidly around, impelled by the gravity 
of a common house mouse, 

Hutton purchased the house, mouse 
and wheel, took them home and set the 
my rodent to work, 

half-penny’s worth of oatmeal was 
sufficient for its food for 35 days—dur- 
ing which time it ran 302 miles. He kept 
two mice constantly in the 
ing of sewing thread for more than a 


year. 

The thread mill was so constructed 
that the mouse was able to twist, twine 
and reel from 100 to 120 threads a day, 
Sesdeye not excepted.

FATHER CONRARDY HAS SPENT 
FORTY YEARS WITH THE 
LEPERS. 


Colleague and Friend of the Famouw 
Hero of Stevenson’s Essay Is A 
Striking Figure in the Olergy—s< 
Par He Has Escaped Oontagios 
From His Unfortunate Patients a! 
Molokai. - 


A remarkable personality in the 
riesthood is Father Louis L. Conrar 
iy, missionary and medical doctor, whe 
was Father Damien’s companion ané 
unfailing comforter in his closing days 
among the lepers of Molokai. Fo 
nearly 40 years he has labored among 
these sorely-afflicted outcasts of hu 
manity and is at present caring fot 
the lepers who are segregated on the 
Island of Shekling, in the Kwangtung 
province of China. Thi.e are betweer 
80,000 and 40,000 lepers in the provines 
—10,000 in the City of Canton alone 
The Canton government is aiding hi 
in the erection of large houses on th 
island to accommodate over 1,000 0: 
these wretched human beings. 

Some years of Father Conrardy’ 
early ministry were spent in India 
where his attention was first drawn té 
the condition of lepers. In 1887 he 
joined Father Damien at Molokai, re 
maining there until 1896, when Father

Pamphile, a brother of Father Damien, 


relieved him of his charge. He then 
went to Canton and afterwards to 
Sheklung. Four nuns care for the 
women lepers on a separate island. 
Father Conrardy has so far escaped 
infection, notwithstanding the many 
ears he has spent among the stricken. 
obert Louis Stevenson, after his visit 
to Molokai spoke of seeing ‘‘butt ends 
of human beings lying about, almost 
unrecognizable but breathing, an ordeal 
from which the nerves of a man’s 
spirit even as his eye quails—a pitiful 
place to visit and a hell to dwell in.’? 
Out in Canton, Father Conrardy 
says, the condition of lepers is 10 times 
warse than in Molokai, They are iso- 
lated and uncared for, avoided and 
left alone — no one to feed them when 
they no longer have the capacity te 
foed themse ves. A jug of water and 
some rice ‘is placed near them, whick 
they must get as best they can, as they 
lie on their backs. Only recently, ip 
one 0” the interio provinces, the sol- 
diers forced 100 lepers into a disused 
quarry, riddled them with bullets, 
afterward drenching them with kero- 
sene and converting the shambles into 
a dreadful holocaust.

Longest Telephone Cable 
A 35-mile cable for telephonic evon- 
nections between Vancouve. and Van- 
couver Island has been received from 
England. It cost more than $100,000, 
weighs 560,000 ;ounds, and the ex- 
pense in laying was $20,000. Con- 
siderable Customs duty was £.ved by 
the Canadian Government. not charg- 
ing duty on that part of the cable 
laid below low-water mark. It is said 
to be the longest telephone cable in 
the world, and is laid at a depth here- 
tofore not attempted, much of the 
line going two hundred fathoms deep 
in the Gulf of Georgia, at one place 
being 1,356 feet deep. A cable will 
be stretched acros’ Saanich inlet, 
which will bring Victoria into much 
better connection with Vancouver Ly 
means of the cable just laid.—Consy- 
lar Reports.
